BANK ROBBERY 


BANK WAS INSURED AND WILL 


NOT LOSE ANYTHING. 


State Bank 
Examiner Puts in His 


Appearance—Union 
Thanksgiving 


Services Will be Held in. Congrega- 
gational Church—Milton News and 
Notes.

This village. was • startled Thursday 


morning by the announcement that the 
Bank of Milton had been burglarized 
and that F. B. Ballard's horse, harness 
and wagon had been stolen. 
The en- 


trance into the bank was made through 
the south window, the 
glass being 


neatly cut out to enable the burglars to 
raise the window fastening. The vault 
door was neatly drilled, the 
drill hole 


threaded, and a tap screwed against the 
lock forcing it off. 
The safe, 'which is 


one of the best and provided with a 
.time lock, was not tampered with to all 
appearances, which indicates that the 
thieves 
were, not 
provided 
with 


explosives or "Were frightened away be 
fore attacking it. The private deposit 
boxes in the vault were forced open and 
the floor was covered with their con- 
tents. 


From one of these boxes the burglars 


sucured $1.725 in unregistered govern- 
ment bonds, the property o£ Clark Crau- 
dall of Cartwright. Sheriff 
Appleby 


appeared on the scene early in the day 
and secured the numbers of the bonds 
with the hope that their negotiation 
might lead to the detection of the rob- 
bers. Some certificates of deposit were 
also taken from ttiese boxes, but they 
are of no value to anyone', except the 
individuals owning them. 


The burglars also secured about one 


hundred dollars worth ot revenue stamps 
and less than two hundred dollars' 
worth of silver, nickels and coppers, 
belonging to the bank that was not kept 
in the stace. We seem to need protec 
tion and those interested ought to hire a 
night watchman. 


The bank is not likely to lose any- 


thing by the burglary as they are in- 
sured in the Des Moines, Iowa, eompanv 
whose policies protect their customers 
against robbery. The manner in which 
the job was done indicates that the | 
cracksmen were; experts and there is 
little hope of their apprehension.

SCHEME IN MOTION 


DEEP WATERWAY FROM ROCK- 


FORD TO STERLING, ILL. 


Delegates From Valley Cities Met in 


Rockford Yesterday to Devise Wajs 
and Means—Would Build Dams and 
Make Pools—Speeches Made and 


. 
Officers Elected. 


Rockford, 111., Nov. 24—Formally and 


officially the project of making a canal 
of Rock river from this city to Sterling 
to meet the Hennepin canal feeder was 
inaugurated yesterday afternoon at the 
first meeting of the Rock River Valley 
Improvement association, held . at the 
Hotel Nelson. 
Sixty delegates were 


present from the towns and cities along 
this stretch of .the river, Sterling, Rock 
City, Dixon, Oregon, Byron and Rock- 
ton, sending large delegations. 
• After the meeting had been called to 
order Mayor F.. A. Truman of Dixon, 
was made temporary chairman. 
The 


first business to come up was the report 
of the committee of Rockford men who 
have been working up the project and 
who have visited the cities represented. 
W. L. Eaton of- Rockford, chairman, 
presented the report; which covered 
every detail of the canal project. 
Fol- 


lowing is a resume of the report: 


"The 
building of a deep waterway 


across the state of Illinois, to which the 
commercial and political forces of the 
Mississippi valley and the interests of 
the great lakes are now committed, is 
expected'to make a shipping channel 
for large craft from Chicago to the sea 
by way o£ the Mississippi and from the 
river system of the great lakes. 


Would Build Bums ami illuku Pools 
'Can Rock river be converted to nav 


igation by the canal barges? It has al- 
ready, been done. .At the lower end of 
Rock an independent canal alongside the 
river stretches from its mouth on the 
Mississippi to the island above Milan. 
A six-foot dam sets back a pool of slack- 
water navigation ten miles on the river 
itself. Repeating that process four or 
five times above the pool made by the 
Stealing dam brings the aim of the 
Henuepin to Rockford/ To give the the 
Rock a seven-foot channel would prob- 
ably require the building of at least 
three dams in .addition to those cow iu 
the river, both the old and the new 
dams being provided with lockages to 
transfer steamers and barges from pool 
to pool. In this way the river level 
will be raised by increasing the number 
of slack-water pools above that at Ster- 
ling to five.

US 
PROTECTION 


The bold "bold up" at the .home of 


George SI. McKey, the brutal assault 
upon Edward Connell, and the recent 
burglaries, have caused much talk, and 
many people are outspoken in the state 
ment that it is high time that Janesville 
had an adequate police force, with head- 
quarters and a suitable patrol wagon. 


It is a well known fact that Janesville 


police officers are competent and ener 
getic, but although they work from 
twelve to. eighteen hours a day, they can- 
not patrol the city, not' to speak of 
BBBvyering calls in the residence district. 
As a general thing it takes from twenty 
minutes to an hour or more to find an 
officer. 
When an officer is wanted, he 


is wanted immediately. Under the pres- 
ent system, merchants have little pro- 
tection, and private residences have none 
at all. 


Janesville people are practically at the 


mercy of thieves and are compelled to 
put up with annoyances in the way of 
loafers, intoxicated persons, noisy row- 
dies, etc., that would not .be tolerated 
for a moment elsewhere. 


The present system is worse than that 


employed by most villages. In -a city 
of 14,000-pepple there should be a sys- 
tem that would enable a citizen to sum- 
mon a policeman as readily as he can 
summon the firemen. The present sys- 
tem is unjust to all concerned. 'The 
officers are overworked, but the citizens 
cannot find them except after a long and 
tiresome hunt. And when the officer is 
found, he is at the same disadvantage as 
the citizen—valuable time has elapsed, 
and the lawbreaker has escaped 


The question of the need of a police 


force is not a new one, but, on the con- 
trary, has _been under discussion for 
many years. In 1892, Oscar D. Eowe, 
who was then mayor, sent a message to 
the council advising reorganizing ard 
strengthening the police department. 


' Four years ago, Mayor JTrank S. Baines 


also ';, made the police department the 
subject of a message. ' 


When women are "held up" at the 


point of the revolver in their own homes; 
citizens are brutally beaten within a 
atone's throw of the postoffice; 
and 


burglary follows burglary, as was the 
case a short time ago, it is time that 
something was done. 


Janesville 
needs <nany things, but 


one o{ the crying needs of the hour is an 
organized police force. It will cost some 
money, to be sure, but the aldermen and 
the tax payers cannot dodge or shirk the 
responsibility that rests ou them to pro 
tect the lives and property cf- the peo- 
ple, at any cost. 


The city now raises about $70,000 per 


year in taxes. A force made up of a chief, 
thrae day men, three night men, a patrol 
wagon, a driver and lock-up keeper, 
and an alarm. call system, might cost 
$3,500 a year more than we pay now.

Hints For Tlio«e Wlio Would Save 


Professionals' Fee». 


The physical director of the Univer- 


sity of Pennsylvania is credited'with 
advice "by following -which the average 
person may get all the benefits claimed 
for massage and save the fee of a mas- 
seur at the same time. Among his hints, 
as briefly summed up by an exchange, 
are the following: 


Manipulation may consist of stroking 


the body with the palm of the hand, 
slapping the body with the open hand, 
beating it with the closed fist, striking 
it with the band at right angles to the 
body, so that the edge corresponding to 
the side of the little finger comes into 
contact with it; kneading the skin, 
muscles and tendons; grabbing the skin 
and muscles and squeezing them, and 
making combined digital pressure over 
the surface of the body in different 
regiona 


The friction produced by rubbing 


may be either rectilinear or circular. 
It is customary for the right hand of 
the manipulator to be used for the right 
hand and foot, and the left hand for 
the left hand and foot of the patient,1 if 
the rubbing be applied with one hand. 
Both hands are used for the back, loins, 
abdomen and chest. The upward stroke 
in rubbing should' always be more in-, 
tense than the downward, and the 
stroke should extend over the whole 
surface, from joint.to joint, exercising 
great care not to chafe the skin. More 
danger of this arises in making the up- 
ward stroke than in making the down- 
ward. 


The rubbing should not last so long 


that fatigue will result. Further, too 
rapid rubbing will frequently cause 
pain by heating ths. skin too quickly, 
causing the haiis of the body to stick 
to the manipulator's hands,. giving aa 
a final result a palling c'f these hairs. 
Rubbing should never be begun strenu- 
ously at the outset, but should be start- 
ed slowly and gently and gradually in- 
creased, so as to be adjusted to the in- 
dividual's feelings. Persons taking gen- 
eral exercise should take a rub,after 
their bath. In this way they will not 
only cause the blood to circulate again 
through all parts of the body, but will 
also prevent or overcome any soreness 
or stiffness that may be present. 


Muscles when rubbed for an injury 


should always be rubbed from their in- 
sertion^to their origin. Rubbing should 
in n general sense begin from the ex- 
tremities and extend toward the trunk. 
This is in order to assist the returning 
currents of the circulation. A rotary 
movement may be combined with an 
.upward and downward, and this often 
relieves one .oi" the severest kinds'"of 
stiffness.''

Methuen De'eats the Boers, 


but Loses Heavily, 


ACTION FOUGHT NEAR BELMONT 


ttrltlsh Com man dor, In His Kojiort of 


the }?attlc, Claims the Enemy SuflY.reil 
Severely—Humor That Gen. White lias 
Captured 13oer Artillery. 


•London, Nov. 24.—'Lord Methuen, 


whose duty is the relief of Kimberley, 
lought his first battle yesterday near 
Belmon-t. 
In 'an 'official report 
re- 


ceived from him'by the -war office Lord 
Methuen claims a decisive victory, but 
reports his losses at some 250, as fol- 
lows: Killed, three officers, forty-six 
men; wounded, twenty-two officers, 130 
men; missing, twenty-two. 


Lord Methuen, following the ex-am- 


ple of all other British officers after 
engagements, reports large Boer losses. 
He also claims lie took forty prisoners 
and a large number -of horses, cows and 
.'Boer ammunition. The latter he de- 
Btroyed. 


He admits that the Boers fought with 


courage and skHl, and discounts criti- 
cism for his own .heavy losses by say- 
ing that i£ he had attacked later the 
British casualties would have been far. 
leavier. 


The exact size -of the. two opposing 


forces is unknown here. The suppo- 
•ition is, however, that Lord Methuen- 
iad about 10,000 men, while the Boer 
column was somewhat smaller. 


The attack was made at daylight and 


ivas. carefully planned beforehand. The 
Boers were well intrenched on three 
connecting hills. These, Lord Methuen 
claims, he took with bayonets in suc- 
cession, the last assault being preceded 
by a heavy shrapnel fire. 
-. Judging from the list of casualties, 
ail three charges were led by. the Gren- 
adier guards. 


Lord Methuen. says his infantry be- 


haved splendidly and was ably 'sup- 
ported. by> the naval brigade and artil- 
lery. 


The next fight will probably be at 


Modder river, where the Boers are sup- 
posed to be in somewliat stronger force 
than they were at Belmont".

_The scene of. yesterday's battle is 


about fifty-six miles south of Kimber- 
. ley at the same spot where Col. Keith- 
'Falconer and- Lieut. Wood were killed. 


A reconnoissance was conducted yes- 


terday by Gens. Gatacre and French 
showing that the Boers are in consid- 
erable 
strength 
northwest of Cape 


Town. In fact, it points to a Dutch 
rising, of considerable magnitude in 
Gape Colony. Gen. French had three 
men wounded. A Cape Town telegram 
from the general commanding the lines 
of-communication says it is reported 
that the Boers are moving from Natal 
to the vicinity of Bloemfontein. 


Lord Methuen's victory is of special

By a system wholly different from 


tlie one which we employed in raising 
an.army to fight Spain the English are 
. now putting their army on a war foot- 
ing. In this country, the men who en- 
list during time .of war enter the ranks 
with the full expectation of going at 
once to the front, and. that is what 
they generally do. 


But in England'it is/different.". Eng- 


land does not send' out "recrnities" to 
fight her enemies. It is well she dqes 
not, both for the''"recruities" and for 
England. The soldiers who have been 
sent, to .fight.the Boers in South Afri- 
ca are for the most part troops of sev- 
eral years' experience. Hauy of them

have seen .service In India or the Su- 
dan. 
They belong to the,- line regi- 


ments which constitute what we would 
call our regular army. 


Although England has an Immense 


fighting force already under arms and 
well drilled, she1 cannot send out 70,- 
000 men' without enlisting others to 


. take their places. 
With near' home 


defenses and with restless Ireland -to 
be kept in check she must constantly 
keep a great body of them in uniform. 
India alone requires a, standing army 
of 125,000 men. 


So the moment a line regiment is 


sent.across seas a new one must be 
raised to take its place. This is! why 
recruiting is now going on so merrily 
in England in spite of her nominal 
force of 750,000 fighting 'men. 


Some of the recruits, it is true, may 


see'service within a.few mouths after 
their enlistment.' but if this is done 
they will be brigaded—with seasoned 
soldiers and used as filling to pad out 
the i;egiments. 


Besides the regular line regiments; 


there are several kinds of soldiers 
reckoned as a> part of England's army. 
There are the army reserves, conipos- 


•• ed of men who have served eight years 


in the ranks and who are not to be call- 
ed out except in case of emergency; 


, the militia, which is a sort of active re- 


serve; the volunteers.' who correspond 


• more .nearly to our national guards- 


men than any others, and the yeo- 
manry, whose exact status is rather 
hard t'b define. 


It is the militia ranks which are now 


being, filled. Now, the pay of a Brit- 
ish soldier is much, less than the $13 
a month which we .give our. fighting 
men'in times of.peace. It amounts to 
less .than §8-a month. There-is also 
much wo'rk to-be done, and the service 
is not extremely popular. : 


So the recruiting sergeant goes forth 


'/to induce men to join the ranks. His 


enthusiasm for the job, is increased by 
the fact that for each recruit he brings 
in he is paid a bonus.' For an ordinary 
recruit, fit only to join an everyday 
militia-regiment, he is paid GO cents. 
For bringing in a. big. healtby fellow 
suitable for u . regiment like the Scots 
guards he is paid $1.25. and for extra 
•well developed men. good enough to be 
put iiwo one of the crack organizations, 
he is paid fancy prices. 


So tb'e British, recruiting sergeant Is 


a most affable'and smooth talking per- 
sonage. 'In private life he would make

Important part in the army system of 
his country. 
, 


He generally hunts in couples, and 


his choseu walks are either in the vi- 
cinity of some grOat barracks or in the 
poorer quarters of the town where he 
is located. Naturally more men are 
recruited .in London than anywhere 
else.- The favorite stamping grounds 
of the London recruiting sergeants are 
in 
the 
neighborhood of 
the Horse 


guards and in Trafalgar square, on the 
side fronted by the National gallery 
and St. Martin's church. 
• 
• . 


Those who take "the queen's shil- 


ling" in the neighborhood of the Horse 
guards are initiated Into the service of 
her majesty at the recruiting depot of 
St. George's barracks, just back of the 
National gallery. .It is the largest In 
Great Britain,'and probably one-quar- 
ter of iill the British recruits arc there 
unrolled. Other large depots are locat- 
ed, nt'. Woolwich, Honuslow and else- 
where: .In fact, there is a recruiting 
depot in every sizable tcwn in all 
Great Britain. 


It is. to the credit of the English that 


crimping aud the press gang are no 
longer necessary in order to keep the 
army ranks fairly well filled, but it is 
true, that .-the recruiting sergeants for 
the militia and the ordinary foot regi- 
ments are sometimes obliged to1 resort 
to rather devious expedients. It is also 
true ,that a very large percentage of 
the recruits are picked up in city- 
slums, where a glass or two of ale and 
a good jollying .from a splendid fellow, 
like a recruiting sergeant, are, far 
more likely than anything else to pro- 
duce the desired results. 


Recruits obtained in slum neighbor- 


hoods' are youngsters out of'work In 
the main, oftea without family ties 
and sometimes quite willing, if well 
persuaded, to get away from their cur- 
rent surroundings. 


i Very many o:? the men recruited in 
the more crowded sections of the cities 
go into the militia. It has been com- 
monly supposed both in and out of 
England that the militia could not be 
ordered to do foreign service, but this 
is an error. The militia may be sent 
out of the country if occasion arise, 
and, furthermore, if Its ranks be not

In the regular foot regiments re- 


cruits from the English peasant class, 
or rather, as some one lias said, "peas- 
ants deteriorated by two generations 
of life as mill operatives," are much in 
evidence. _ The recruit of this class in 
general is a somewhat undersized, nar- 
row chested, flaxen haired lad of what 
would be termed rather defective edu- 
cation in America and with abnormal 
appetites so far as ale and tobacco are 
concerned. 
, 


The British "cruity" of this type is 


decidedly inferior in body, mentality 
and general training to the average 
American regular army recruit in time 
of peace or volunteer as accepted while 
the- war with Spain was on, but proba- 
bly not below the bodily standard 
maintained during the greatest de- 
mand for soldiers ia civil war times. 


There has been much criticism by 


the English themselves of the Ipw 
physical standard of the army recruits, 
aud m'oru than one British authority 
has referred to them as a lot of "half 
grown boys." A British officer of high 
standing, who admits that many im- 
mature roiiupsters lind their way into 
the ranks, says this is a good thing on 
the whole. Uis theory is that the re- 
cruit who ht'gins his service before at- 
taining- full growth will soon "fill out." 


It should be understood that not all 


British recruits tire of inferior physical 
types. 
Men from"every walk of life en- 


list iu her mnjosty's service, and many 
of them arc spUuulkl chaps bodily.

enlisted, but the great finishing place, 
where soldiers are now being turned 
out by the thousands, is at AUlershot.
